Gas prices set to take 
another tumble Friday, 
but an industry expert 
warns that what comes 
down will go up

An industry expert says Nova 
Scotia drivers will enjoy an¬ 
other big break at the pumps 
this weekend, but cautions 
the good times will eventually 
come to a screeching halt. 

Wilsons Fuel vice-president 
David Collins said he expected 
gas prices to fall by at least 
five cents a litre on Friday, 
continuing a downward trend 
over the last two weeks. 

On Thursday, gas was sell¬ 
ing at most stations in Hali¬ 
fax for the regulated price of 
129.0. 

“They’re going to look a lot 
less,” Collins said on Thursday 
of the price. “Probably the 
lowest price in 22 months, I 
would say.” 

Last week saw prices drop 
by five cents, and Collins said 
when prices are adjusted Fri¬ 
day, the total decline will be 
about 10 cents over the past 
couple weeks. 

Collins said the crude oil 
market is in “turmoil” right 
now, given an over-supplied 
market. He said usually OPEC 
members would ramp pro¬ 
duction down to stabilize the 
price, but there have been

signals from Saudi Arabia that 
they wouldn’t give up market 
share. 

“Prices slipped the best 
part of almost $10 a barrel 
here in a veiy short period of 
time,” Collins said. 

Since October isn’t a high- 
demand month for gasoline or 
heating oil, Collins said, both 
are down in sympathy with 
oil. 

Nova Scotia “rarely” sees 


this dramatic of a drop in 
prices, Collins said, except 
during large storms that cre¬ 
ate physical disruptions. 

Another factor could be 
“everybody’s nervous” and 
people are pulling out of 
stocks, leaving the stock mar¬ 
ket down 12 per cent while oil 
is down 10 per cent, Collins 
said. 

While the current dip in 
prices is great for the wallet, 


Collins said, drivers shouldn’t 
get their hopes up for a drastic 
slide. 

He said that, historically, 
when he sees fluctuations 
between a large sell-off over¬ 
night and then the numbers 
climb back up during the day, 
it means the market’s “find¬ 
ing a bottom.” 

“There might be further 
declines but nothing too dra¬ 
matic,” he said.

Bereaved woman hopes

She writes vividly of a life she 
once knew and what she calls 
the beginning of the end. 

Delilah Saunders is only 
22, but speaks as though a 
piece of her died Feb. 26 — 
the day the body of her older 
sister Loretta, a pregnant Inulc 
woman living in Halifax, was 
discovered along the Trans- 
Canada Highway in Moncton. 

Loretta’s killing generated 
national media coverage and 
renewed calls for an inquiiy 
into murdered and missing 
aboriginal women. It was an 
important cause for Loretta, 
who had been working on a 
thesis at Saint Mary’s Univer¬ 
sity about the very topic. 

Delilah had moved to 
Halifax to be close to her sis¬ 
ter while battling addiction. 
After her death, she couldn’t 
bear to stay and recently 
chose to make Calgary her 
new home. 

“Just being there re¬ 
minded me of what hap¬ 
pened to her,” she said. “I was 
extremely depressed and had 
to blaze my own path.” 

But, much as she did in

life, Loretta continues to in¬ 
fluence Delilah, inspiring her 
to start a blog, A Homicide 
Survivor’s Journey Through 
Grief. 

Delilah concedes her posts 


don’t pull punches — in fact, 
there’s a disclaimer at the top 
that states, “WARNING: This 
blog has disturbing material 
that may provoke triggers.” 

She has written of the 
emotional plane rides home 
after her sister went missing, 
of tossing a handful of dirt on 
her casket. 

Delilah hopes the blog 
serves as a rallying point for 
other survivors and inspires 
them to share as well. 

“I feel like a lot of statis¬ 
tics are being thrown around, 
but a lot of people aren’t get¬ 


ting a chance to tell their 
stoiy and their experiences 
with losing a loved one,” she 
said. 

There is a larger effort 
afoot, as well; Delilah is also 
designing a website for other 
survivors of slain indigenous 
women and plans to write a 
book that will include por¬ 
tions of Loretta’s thesis and 
other academic research. 

She’s being supported by 
Dariyl Leroux, an assistant 
professor in the department 
of criminology and sociology 
at Saint Maiy’s. He had served 


as adviser to Loretta and spent 
hours working with her. 

Since his pupil’s death, 
Leroux said he’s fielded doz¬ 
ens of requests for Loretta’s 
thesis proposal and said that 
Delilah indicated that she 
hoped to carry on her sister’s 
legacy. 

“Delilah is very courage¬ 
ous, and her sister is and was 
veiy courageous,” Leroux 
said. “I knew at some point 
she would come out and have 
important things to say. 

“That’s what’s really strik¬ 
ing — she’s just kind of lay- 


Murder charges

A Dartmouth man charged in 
the 2011 death of his ex-fian- 
cee, and mother to his three 
children, has pleaded guilty to 
second-degree murder. 

In Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court Thursday, Dustin Brian 
Hales elected to plead guilty to 
second-degree murder in the 
death of Christina Cline, whose 
body was found in Shubie Park 
in November 2011. She had 
been stabbed multiple times. 

Victoria Ann Weir-Hales, 
Dustin’s wife, also pleaded 
guilty to second-degree murder 
in Cline’s death last December. 

She was sentenced to life in 
prison with no parole eligibility 
for 15 years. 


Sentence 


A sentence of life in prison 
with parole eligibility after 
17 years has been recom¬ 
mended, the judge said 
Thursday. Hales is due back 
in court Nov. 7. 


According to the agreed 
statement of facts, Hales and 
Cline had been in a long-term 
relationship and had three chil¬ 
dren when they began looking 
for a woman to join them in 
September 2010. They met Vic¬ 
toria Weir-Hales online. 

Weir-Hales moved into their 
home with her daughter, but 
the three-way relationship end¬ 
ed when Cline and Weir-Hales 
became exclusive. 

The document said Cline 
and Weir-Hales had a “tumultu¬ 
ous relationship” that eventu¬ 
ally ended, and Weir-Hales then 
began dating Hales. They were 
married in December 2011. 

The pair was arrested in 


November 2012 after Weir- 
Hales spoke with an under¬ 
cover officer posing as a “crime 
boss.” 

Weir-Hales asked Cline to 
go to Shubie Park where she 
knew Hales was waiting, and 


was walking hand in hand with 
Cline when Hales jumped out 
and killed her, the facts said. 

Hales was originally facing a 
first-degree murder charge, and 
the trial was set to begin next 
month.

Wave heights from 
offshore hurricane 
won't be unusual: 
Environment Canada

A meteorologist from En¬ 
vironment Canada predicts 
the coast of Nova Scotia will 
mostly be clear from tropic¬ 
al storm Hurricane Gonzalo 
this weekend — but says 
there still will be rain. 

“At this point, it looks 
like Nova Scotia is going to 
see very little, but it’s some¬ 


thing we’re going to keep 
an eye on, ” meteorologist 
Tracy Talbot said Thursday 
afternoon. 

She said the storm — a 
Category 4 hurricane that is 
currently headed on a north- 
northern eastern path from 
Bermuda — will mostly be 
a ’’Newfoundland event,” 
which will bring heavy 
winds and strong rainfall 
to the southeastern shores 
of the island beginning late 
Saturday or Sunday. 

Ocean swells of two to 
three metres off the coast of 
Cape Breton are likely the 
only effects Nova Scotians 
will experience, she said. 

“We’re not expecting 
anything significant,” Talbot 
said, but added that could

Talbot explained that a 
front, which is caused by 
moisture from the hurri¬ 
cane, will move through the 
region and bring around 20 
to 30 millimetres of rain, 
and wind gusts from 40 to 60 
kilometres an hour. 


$34M settlement. Lawyers in orphanage 
abuse case will get $5.78M in legal fees

With two vehicle-cyclist colli¬ 
sions in the past two days and 
a bicycle summit coming, the 
spotlight is squarely on cycling 
— and cycling safety — in Hali¬ 
fax. 

According to police, there 
have been 37 vehicle-cyclist col¬ 
lisions this year. Unfortunately, 
there is no way to put this fig¬ 
ure into historical context. 

“We never used to track 
cyclist or pedestrian collisions 
as a separate statistic,” said 
Halifax Regional Police spokes¬ 
man Const. Pierre Bourdages. 


“A new reporting code was put 
in place in Januaiy, so I have 
no way of saying how this year 
stacks up to others.” 

In the most recent incidents, 
a 35-year-old man was injured 
early Thursday morning at the 
Armdale Rotaiy and suffered 
non life-threatening injuries. 
He has since been ticketed with 
failing to yield to a vehicle in a 
roundabout. 

On Wednesday, a man on 
a bicycle suffered undisclosed 
injuries after a collision with 
a car at North and Bloomfield 
streets. 

Bourdages added that safe 
roads are a function of good be¬ 
haviour by eveiyone involved. 

“It’s a shared responsibil¬ 
ity,” he said. “Both cyclists and 
motorists have to follow the 
rules of the road.” 

The future of cycling in 
the city and province will be 
discussed at the ninth annual 
Nova Scotia Bicycle Summit, 
taking place on Friday and

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Oland Brewery to break ground 
on new treatment system 


North End. Cleaner 
wastewater part of 
plan, says spokesman

Oland Brewery has an¬ 
nounced a $ 13-million in¬ 
vestment in a new Biological 
Treatment System (BTS) to 
produce cleaner wastewater 
and reduce energy costs at its 
north-end Halifax brewery. 

The impetus for the pro¬ 
ject came a couple years 
ago, when the Halifax 
Regional Water Commission 
increased a surcharge for 
wastewater that didn’t meet 
environmental standards to 
$600,000. 

“That forced us to take a 
look at what was happening 
to our effluent,” said Wade 
Keller, head of corporate 
affairs Atlantic for Labatt,

“We said give us some 
time to fix the problem. 
And that’s what we’ve 
done.” 

Wade Keller on Oland's decision to build a 
new water treatment system. 

Oland’s parent company. “It 
was going into the city sys¬ 
tem and not being treated.” 

Instead of simply paying 
the increased fee, which was 
an option, Oland decided to 
install a new system to meet 
the standards. 

“It says a lot about our 
company that the option 
was there to keep sending 
the effluent down the drain, 
but we didn’t do that,” Keller 
said. 

“This is a major invest¬ 
ment for a relatively small 
brewery.” 

The project, which will 
be managed by ADI Systems 
from New Brunswick, will 


involve the construction 
of new holding tanks and a 
building to house the BTS. 

“We are proud to have 
been chosen to design and 
build this project,” Scott 
Christianson, ADI’s vice- 
president of business de¬ 
velopment, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The construction also has 
to fit in with the surround¬ 
ing area. 

“We are in a mixed-use 
neighbourhood, so we need 
to make sure the new build¬ 
ings look good and fit in with 
the area,” Keller said. 

Work will begin on Satur¬ 
day and is expected to wrap 
up sometime in late 2015, in 
plenty of time for Oland to 
avoid having to pay the in¬ 
creased surcharge. Even so, 
Keller said it’s not all about 
the money. 

“The project isn’t actually 
going to save us that much 
money; just do the math,” he 
said. “It’s more about doing 
the right thing.” 



Monday sittings mostly scrapped

The Liberals wanted ques¬ 
tion period trimmed to 45 
minutes, but agreed with an 
NDP request for 50 minutes. 

The government says these 
changes are aimed at making 
the proceedings more struc¬ 
tured and efficient.

MLA weeps after 
emotional tribute to 
sexual abuse survivors 


A Nova Scotia politician was 
overcome with emotion fol¬ 
lowing a speech Thursday in 
the legislature in support of 
sexual abuse victims. 

Allan MacMaster, who rep¬ 
resents the Cape Breton riding 
of Inverness, said he wanted 
to acknowledge the bravery 
of sexual abuse survivors who 
have come forward. 

“If anything, what we can 
do is send a message — to 
anybody who has been sexual¬ 
ly abused — that we care in 
this legislature,” MacMaster 
said after his speech. 

When asked by reporters 
about the impact of such 
abuse, MacMaster wept as he 


explained that he found out 
a man he used to play hockey 
with, who has since died, was 
sexually abused. 

“I didn’t know, but I can 
only imagine what he went 
through,” he said through 
tears. “Nobody knew.” 

MacMaster said he thinks 
those who have been sexually 
abused are owed a public dis¬ 
cussion about the problem in 
the hopes that it can be pre¬ 
vented. 

During the speech, he used 
his house privilege to talk in 
general terms about several 
abuse cases in his area and 
read into the legislature’s 
record the names of seven 
people he said came forward 
with their stories of abuse, 
two of whom looked on from 
the public galleiy. 

“We must help to give 
these victims hope.” Mac¬ 
Master told the house.

Glavine says a review will 
be conducted next year and 
his goal is to have a new prov¬ 
incial program in place by 
early 2016. 


He says there are no esti¬ 
mates yet on how much it 
would cost. 

Ryan Blood, president of 
the Brain Injuiy Association 
of Nova Scotia, says there is 
a significant need for help 
beyond the initial acute care 


provided in hospitals. 

Glavine says it’s estimated 
more than 2,700 people suf¬ 
fer brain injuries each year, 
while as many as 60,000 are 
dealing with the long-term 
impacts of such injuries.

The name of Theresa (Balsor) 
McAuley Robinson was on the 
lips of many Kings County resi¬ 
dents circa 1904 — and for all 
the wrong reasons. 

Theresa was a well-known 
member of the Burlington 
community at the time of her 
death, says Pat Kemp from 
The Burlington Histoiy Project 
Committee. 

Theresa and her first hus¬ 
band, William McAuley, raised 
a family of eight children and 
operated a 200-acre farm on 
Lightfoot Road. 



After her first husband died, 
she eventually married William 
Robinson, “much to the dismay 
of her family,” Kemp says, as 
Robinson was seen as “an op¬ 
portunist, and untrustworthy.” 

Theresa was brutally mur¬ 


dered on May 24,1904, and her 
farm set on fire. The evidence 
pointed to her husband, who 
was sentenced to death. He was 
the last person publicly hanged 
in Kings County. 

Astute in business and farm¬ 
ing, Theresa was also well-read. 

“She was, for many years, 
the community correspond¬ 
ent for the Berwick Register,” 
Kemp said. 

The Burlington commun¬ 
ity, in the more than 100 years 
since, “has never forgotten.” 

A memorial plaque will be 
dedicated to the memoiy of 
Theresa’s memoiy and all of the 
women who have been victims 
of domestic violence, on Satur¬ 
day at 2 p.m., at the Burlington 
Cemeteiy on Barley Street, 
where Theresa was buried.

‘GamerGate.’ Angry 
video game players 
are harassing female 
gamers; no one has 
been held responsible

Under the banner of “Gamer- 
Gate,” angry video game play¬ 
ers are harassing and threaten¬ 
ing prominent women in the 
game community — and few 
if any, are facing any conse¬ 
quences. 

GamerGate began in Au¬ 
gust, when a diatribe about 
game developer Zoe Quinn 
surfaced online, written by an 
ex-boyfriend and alleging she 
slept with a journalist to en¬ 
sure a positive review for her 
game Depression Quest. Angiy 
users pounced, spreading the 
allegations and sending Quinn 
threatening tweets and phone 
calls. 

GamerGate supporters 
argue it has sparked a discus¬ 
sion about bias in video game 
journalism, while critics be¬ 
lieve the movement is merely 
a front for misogynistic at¬ 
tacks. 

“They say they’re about 
ethics in journalism, but the 
only thing they’ve produced 
in two months is harassment 
against marginalized people,” 
said Veerender Jubbal, an as¬ 
piring video game critic based 
in Brampton, Ont., and the 
creator of the #StopGamer- 
Gate2014 hashtag on Twitter. 


Last week, game developer 
Brianna Wu fled her Boston 
home after her address was 
posted on the Internet along¬ 
side rape and death threats. 
The Twitter user responsible 
called Wu a “feminist asshat” 
and was upset she had mocked 
GamerGate. 

On Tuesday, feminist media 
critic Anita Sarlceesian can¬ 
celled a lecture at Utah State 
University after the school 
received a threatening email. 
Sarlceesian — who hails from 
Toronto — was slated to speak 


about the portrayal of women 
in video games. 

“I will write my manifesto 
in (Sarlceesian’s) spilled blood, 
and you will all bear witness to 
what feminist lies and poison 
have done to the men of Amer¬ 
ica,” the letter said. 

Despite the fact that many 
of the activities carried out 
under the GamerGate banner 
are illegal — such as harass¬ 
ment, slander and uttering 
threats or hate speech — no 
one has been held responsible 
or charged. 


“We actually don’t have 
legislation that’s caught up 
with the nature of these 
threats,” said York University 
professor Jennifer Jenson. 
“Right now, we have no real 
recourse.” 

For Jenson, the problem is 
less about the law, per se, than 
enforcing it. In particular, she 
believes police need to be bet¬ 
ter educated about how the 
law applies to online activity. 

“A lot of people, when they 
go to report cyber-harassment 
to the police, they feel like 


they’re talking to a brick wall,” 
she said. 

Danielle Citron, a legal 
scholar at the University of 
Maiyland, agrees. 

Citron’s recent book, Hate 
Crimes in Cyberspace, features 
interviews with Anita Sarlcees- 
ian and describes how initially, 
she was reluctant to approach 
police. 

“There were hundreds 
and hundreds of posts. It was 
daunting,” Citron said. “How 
do you go after the cyber¬ 
mob?” 


Diversity in gaming 


Jennifer Allaway is a U.S. 
researcher who stud¬ 
ies diversity in the game 
industry. She’s interviewed 
numerous gamers and 
developers and says Gamer¬ 
Gate is in no way reflective 
of the broader video game 
community. 

According to Allaway’s 
findings: 


1 78 per cent of women 
and 71 per cent of men 
support attempts to hire 
more women in the game 
industry. 

2 87 per cent of women 
and 70 per cent of men 
want to see more female 
protagonists in video 
games. 

83 per cent of women 
and 73 per cent of men 
believe diverse develop¬ 
ment teams create better 
quality games. 


The FBI is investigating 
some of the threats made 
against Sarlceesian — particu¬ 
larly a bomb threat that was 
sent to the Game Developers 
Choice Awards in San Francis¬ 
co last March — and Citron is 
hopeful that some of the worst 
offenders may actually end up 
before a court. 

“There’s never going to 
be perfect enforcement,” she 
said. “But we need to send a 
message to eveiyone else that 
there may be consequences to 
their behaviour.”

A Canadian survivor of the 
Nepal avalanche that killed 
at least 27 people has de¬ 
scribed being buried waist- 
high in thick, heavy snow on 
a “nightmare” of a day. 

Quebecer Sonia Leveque 
said she thought she was go¬ 
ing to die and that she and 
her fellow trekkers are for¬ 
tunate to be alive. “We fought 
for survival and we were 
lucky,” she told RDI, Radio- 
Canada’s all-news network. 

She said nobody in her

small group saw the ava¬ 
lanche coming. “It happened 
extremely quickly — within 
seconds, we were separated,” 
Leveque said. 

“Three people in our 
group were swept away (and) 
we tried to find them but 
there was about 20 metres of 
snow accumulated at the bot¬ 
tom of the avalanche.” 

The death toll in the tra¬ 
gedy was revised upward 
Thursday to 27, with four 
Canadians among the dead 
and others among the rough¬ 
ly 70 people missing. 

Three Quebec women 
were reported missing, in¬ 
cluding Genevieve Adam. 
Her father feared the worst 
as he travelled to Nepal. His 
brother, Francois Adam, said 
Genevieve was asleep in her 
tent with other trekkers. 

“What I know is that it 
happened at around four 
o’clock in the morning,” he 
said. “She was sleeping, (and) 
bang! it hit and passed over 
them and they were carried 
down along with the ava¬ 
lanche.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Canadians have long com¬ 
plained about the high cost of 
living, especially in our larger 
cities such as Vancouver. 

But as graveyards fill up 
and land prices soar, parts of 
Canada are becoming expen¬ 
sive places to die — especially 
Vancouver. Other places in 
Canada seem relatively in¬ 
expensive. 

For example, at some 
Metro Vancouver cemeter¬ 
ies where vacancy is run¬ 
ning low, asking prices for

in-ground burial plots with 
space for two caskets can run 
as high as $52,000, while a 
double crypt mausoleum can 
come with a price tag as steep 
as $60,000. 

According to industry ex¬ 
perts, that high cost of burial 


is only going to keep rising as 
graveyard space continues to 
dwindle in a city already no¬ 
torious for its sky-high real es¬ 
tate prices. They say the issue 
highlights a need for changes 
to provincial legislation that 
controls how cemeteries can 


sell burial plots. 

“We’re going to hit that 
wall eventually,” said Glen 
Hodges, manager of Moun¬ 
tain View Cemetery in Mount 
Pleasant. 

“The space that exists is 
basically the space we already 


have, so as those cemeteries 
start to fill up ... that puts 
pressure on those cemeter¬ 
ies in terms of pricing that 
remaining space.” 

At Mountain View, the 
City of Vancouver’s only cem¬ 
etery, Hodges said there are 
only 700 or 800 graves still 
available for casket burials. 

The cost of a burial plot 
is $22,500, he said, which 
includes space for up to two 
caskets, up to eight cremated 
remains and up to four grave 
markers. 

While the price may seem 
exorbitant, Hodges said the 
fee is “good value” consid¬ 
ering families can reuse the 
burial plot, placing two new 
caskets every 40 years, a perk 
that is only offered at Moun¬ 
tain View. 

At private cemeteries, the 
cost can run even higher. In 
Burnaby, B.C. a double-depth 
plot at Ocean View Burial 
Park ranges from $30,000 to 
$52,000.

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Vancouver’s Oppenheimer Park 
tent city gone, many still homeless

An overnight reprieve didn’t 
stop a homeless camp from be¬ 
ing dismantled by authorities 
on Thursday. 

The majority of campers in 
the Downtown Eastside’s Op¬ 
penheimer Park in Vancouver 
reluctantly packed up their 
belongings and left as volun¬ 
teers, while city staff and fire 
officials dismantled tents and 
cleaned up the park under the 
watchful eye of a large police 
presence, in accordance with a 
court-ordered injunction. 

Despite a Wednesday, 10 
p.m. deadline to take down the 
tent city, police decided not to 
enforce the injunction in the 
middle of the night. 


That seemed to have a 
calming effect on efforts to 
break up the camp, home to 
more than 200 people since 
July, the following morning. 

“It has been quite peace¬ 
ful,” said Pivot Legal Society 
lawyer DJ Larkin, who had a 
team of legal observers at the 
park. “The police are standing 
by, it’s mostly fire rescue that 
have been interacting with 
people. From what I’ve seen, 
they’ve been doing so respect¬ 
fully.” 

There does not appear to 
be a firm timeline to vacate 
the camp, but authorities are 
pleased with their progress. 

The city says 56 campers 
have been transitioned into 
permanent housing, and an¬ 
other 62 have been placed into 
temporaiy shelters as of Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

But resentment over the 
city’s efforts to disperse the 
homeless still Ungers. 

“They shouldn’t have done 
it to begin with,” said Dan Wal¬ 


lace, one of the camp’s leading 
advocates. “Some campers are 
willing to take the facilities 
offered, but it doesn’t work 
for eveiyone. There are a few 
couples here, they’re not going 
to separate (to get into gender- 
specific shelters). The city is 
making the homeless home¬ 
less again, the logic is stupid.” 

Jeffrey Dean Caldwell, 
a homeless man who has 


camped at the park since July, 
said he was willing to stay at 
Oppenheimer and risk arrest. 

“I’m here until the end, I 
have nothing to lose,” he said. 
“The last couple of days have 
been frightening in the camp. 
(The city) wants us to go, but 
go where?” 

Larkin said Pivot has been 
urging campers to comply 
with the court injunction. 


“There are a few people 
who have said they’d like to 
stay and made a stand, our 
advice to them has been to 
not breach the court order,” 
she said. “Many people are re¬ 
signed to it, they know and are 
packing up. But they’re also 
saying ‘I don’t know where to 
go, I need more time, I don’t 
have a plan.’ It’s a really stress¬ 
ful experience.” 


Homelessness remains a 
major issue in Vancouver even 
with the camp gone, she said. 

The regional district’s 2014 
homeless count recorded 
2,770 people living without a 
home, an increase from the 
2,650 counted in 2011. 

Street homelessness in 
Vancouver is nearly doubled 
to 538 people from to 273 in 
2013. 

In addition to shelter 
spaces, the city says three 
buildings with 259 units of 
housing are slated to open 
soon. 

The city has also comman¬ 
deered a former hotel to tem¬ 
porarily house another 157 
people starting in November. 

The city has argued that 
conditions of the camp have 
steadily deteriorated and 
that it is unsafe, with Mayor 
Gregor Robertson pointing to 
the death of a 69-year-old man 
there (his body was discovered 
Wednesday) as evidence.

Smaller Ebola 
donations absent 

Individual Americans, 
rich or not, donated 
generously in response to 
many recent international 
disasters, including the 
2010 earthquake in Haiti 
and last year’s Typhoon 
Haiyan in the Philippines. 
The response to the Ebola 
epidemic is far less robust, 
and experts aren’t sure why 

There have been some 
huge gifts from American 
billionaires — $50 million 
from the Bill & Melinda 
Gates Foundation, $26.5 
million from Microsoft 
co-founder Paul Allen and 
a $25-million gift this week 
from Faceboolc CEO Mark 
Zuclcerberg and his wife, 
Priscilla Chan. But the flow 
of smaller donations has 
been relatively modest. 

“After the typhoon, we 
got flooded with calls ask¬ 
ing, ‘How do I give?”’ said 
Jana Sweeny, the American 
Red Cross director of inter¬ 
national communications. 
“With this (Ebola), we’re 
not getting those kinds of 
requests.”

Out of control. Ebola 
deaths to exceed 4,500 


The death toll from Ebola will 
rise this week to more than 
4,500 people from the 9,000 in¬ 
fected, a top UN health official 
said Thursday. 

Dr. Isabelle Nuttall, director 
of the World Health Organ¬ 
ization’s global capacities, alert 
and response, said new num¬ 
bers show the outbreak is still 
hitting health workers hard de¬ 
spite precautions — with 2,700 
medical workers infected and 
236 dead — mainly because Eb¬ 
ola victims are most contagious 
around the time they die. 

Nuttall said the focus of 
global efforts should remain 
on Liberia, Sierra Leone and 



Guinea, where the outbreak is 
still out of control. 

The agency’s data indicates 
Ebola cases are doubling eveiy 
four weeks, with it persistently 
spreading in Guinea, Liberia 
and Sierra Leone, she said. 

Nuttall added it will take 
months before the virus is 
contained, while the WHO has 
identified 14 African countries 
— a list including Cameroon, 
the Democratic Republic of the 
Congo, Ghana, Senegal, South 
Sudan and Nigeria — where 
being prepared for a potential 
outbreak and being able to 
contain it are top priorities.

The student union at London, 
Ont.’s Fanshawe College was 
handing out cups Thursday, but 
they didn’t contain coffee. 

The area sees five cases of 
chlamydia a day, according to 
the Middlesex-London Health 
Unit, and so health workers 
are raising awareness by at¬ 
tempting to set a Guinness 
world record for the most tests 
for sexually transmitted infec¬ 
tions in 24 hours. 

The health unit will make 
two attempts, the first began 
Thursday at Fanshawe and the 
second will take place at nearby 
Western University on Tuesday. 
The record of 767 tests was set 


in Basingstoke, England, on Val¬ 
entine’s Day in 2013. 

Students at the University 
of Calgary attempted to break 
the record in April but were un¬ 
successful, recording 501 tests. 

Students take a sample cup 
into the washroom and bring 
it back with urine. The sample 
will be tested for chlamydia 
and gonorrhea, and anyone 
with a positive result will be 
contacted. 

“Chlamydia and gonorrhea 


(positive results) are higher 
than the provincial average in 
Middlesex-London,” said health 
promoter Chris Blain. 

Among those being tested 
were nursing students Michael 
Cunha and Burcu Iltan. 

“It’s better to raise aware¬ 
ness,” Iltan said. “As nursing 
students, that’s ideally what we 
should be doing.” 

Cunha chipped in: “We 
should be an example and help 
alleviate the stigma.”

CAVIRTEX. Entrepreneur 
wants people to buy in 
to country’s first Bitcoin 
currency exchange 


Calgarian Joseph David has 
come to Toronto seeking 
money. He’s the founder of 
Canada’s first and largest 
Bitcoin currency exchange, and 
he’s hoping to convince Can¬ 
ada’s traditional financial estab¬ 
lishment to get into Bitcoin. 

“I’ve been preparing all my 
life for this,” said David in an 
interview at the Intercontin¬ 
ental Hotel. 

David gave a presentation 
at the World Money Show 
on Thursday. He’s hoping to 
get players in “mainstream 
finance” interested in Bitcoin 
so they’ll be customers of his 
exchange, CAVIRTEX (pro¬ 
nounced “C-A Virtex”), which 
charges 0.5 to 1.5 per cent to 
exchange Bitcoins for Canadian 
dollars, depending on the value 
of the trade. 

“I’m looking forward to get¬ 
ting onstage in front of finan¬ 
cial industry experts and main¬ 
stream finance, who haven’t 
even heard of Bitcoin yet,” he 
said. 

He’s also attempting to se¬ 
cure venture capital support 
for his company to expand and 
launch the first Bitcoin invest¬ 
ment fund in Canada. 

He may have a tough time: 
The volume of Bitcoin trading 
has gone down over the past six 
months, as has its price. Bitcoin 
is currently trading at about 
$430, significantly down from 
its peak of almost $1,200. 

When David got into

Bitcoin, it was worth about $1. 

In 2010, a friend told David 
about the virtual currency and 
he shuttered his telecom com¬ 
pany to go into Bitcoin full¬ 
time. 

“I asked, ‘Where do you buy 
it?’ And the answer, back then, 
was at a Denny’s in Calgary on 
Macleod Trail. It was like a dat¬ 
ing service: You had to go on¬ 
line and find someone,” he said. 
“You had to go with the laptop 
and the cash and shake hands. 

So David saw the need for 
a Canadian currency Bitcoin 
exchange to make it easy for 
everyone to buy and launched 
CAVIRTEX in 2011. 

Last winter, in the months 
after the FBI brought unpreced¬ 
ented worldwide attention to 
Bitcoin by busting Silk Road — 
the illegal online market that 
used the currency — Bitcoin hit 
its all-time-high value. 

But then in March the 
world’s largest Bitcoin ex¬ 
change, Mt. Gox, imploded into 
bankruptcy through alleged 
hacking and mismanagement, 
talcing customer’s wealth and, 
according to David, many 
people’s faith in Bitcoin, with it. 

“The interest just died down 
and there was fear,” he said. 

Now he thinks that fear is 
easing and Bitcoin has recently 
seen a small rally.

Report. Most N.Y.C. Airbnb 
listings violate laws 


Nearly three-quarters of the 
New York City listings offered 
by the short-term rental service 
Airbnb violate city or state laws. 
New York state’s attorney gen¬ 
eral charged Thursday. 

A report by Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Eric Schneiderman also 
charged that many of the list¬ 
ings are placed by commercial 
operators running illegal ho¬ 
tels, not by New Yorkers rent¬ 
ing out a spare room. 

In one instance, Schneider¬ 
man said, a single commercial 
user made $6.8 million. 


The report is based on data 
obtained by Schneiderman’s 
office as a result of a May 2014 
subpoena. It examined New 
York City Airbnb bookings be¬ 
tween Jan. 1, 2010 and June 2, 
2014. 

During that time, the report 
said, 25,532 of 35,354 private 
short-term listings — 72 per 
cent — violated state or city 
laws. 

It is generally legal to rent 
out a room while the home- 
owner or tenant is present.

Fury. Beneath the 
mud and body parts 
is a primal film that 
refuses to glamorize 
the Second World War 


Richard: Mark, Fuiy is a 
brutal war film with excit¬ 
ing and well-executed battle 
sequences, but its most vi¬ 
cious scene takes place over a 
meal, at a table set with a lace 
tablecloth. It happens mid¬ 
way in the film after the crew 
has captured a German town. 
Once bullets stop flying, two 
local women prepare a meal 
for Wardaddy and Norman. 
The long scene begins with 
tension as the ladies tiy to 
figure out if the Nazi hunt¬ 


ers mean them harm, but 
when the core group crowds 
around the table it becomes 
something akin to a surreal 
family dinner where real hu¬ 
manity, or lack thereof, is laid 
bare. It could have stopped 
the movie dead, but instead 
is a welcome interlude that 
showcases the effects of bat¬ 
tle on a tightly knit but dis¬ 
parate group of men. 

Mark: Yes, Richard, it’s an ex¬ 
cruciating scene, and I mean 
that in the best way. What I 
liked about it was the way 
it disposed of the “greatest 
generation” mythology and 
showed American soldiers as 
borderline rapists and sad¬ 
ists. Not Pitt, of course, who is 
just and fair, but some of the 
soldiers who saved us from 


the Nazis were swine them¬ 
selves. It is a depressing irony 
in a film that’s too tough for 
irony. I admired the general 
toughness of the movie. War 
is not glamorized; it’s shown 
to be a cesspool of degrada¬ 
tion, a literal mud bath. I 
can’t even imagine what the 
mud budget was for the pic¬ 
ture. 

RC: The mud budget and the 
cost of the fake body parts 
that litter the battlefield 
must have rivalled Pitt’s sal¬ 
ary. Those are the details, 
however, that give the movie 
so much of its grit. The din¬ 
ner scene helps open the 
movie up and keep it from 
becoming Das Boot on land, 
but I was fascinated by the 
tank interiors. A sense of 


claustrophobia, tension and 
fear percolates inside the 
tank cab and literally bleeds 
off the screen. It helps that 
the performances are very 
strong, but it’s the primal 
feeling of being trapped in¬ 
side the small space that 
gives the movie much of its 
oomph. 

MB: Yes, I couldn’t get into 
the elevator after I saw the 
film. The performances are 
strong, as you say, and I was 
most impressed by Shia La- 
Boeuf, who we can now all 
forgive for all those Trans¬ 
formers movies. Michael 
Pena is great, but he’s always 
great. A real surprise is Jon 
Bernthal, a relative newcom¬ 
er, who nails his southern- 
fried redneck character as 


a man you equally hate and 
pity. And what did you think 
of Pitt, Richard? 

RC: Pitt really pulls this off. 
At first I was concerned he 
was going to hand in a rehash 
of his Nazi-hunting character 
from Inglourious Basterds. 
That character was over-the- 
top, and so is this one in his 
own way. Much of his dia¬ 
logue sounds like it was writ¬ 
ten by Quentin Tarantino, 
but the character is deeper, 
not so much in what he says, 
but in his quiet scenes when 
eveiything you need to know 
about him is written on his 
face. 

MB: The sadness is even in 
his haircut, which has its 
own gravitational pull.

When he received the script 
for Listen Up Philip, Jason 
Schwartzman was taken aback 
both by the material — in 
which he plays a novelist who 
consciously decides to be more 
of an a—hole, including to his 
girlfriend (Elisabeth Moss) — 
and the size of the script. It was 
as big as a phone book. 

“It was veiy well-written — 
which I admire, because a lot of 
scripts aren’t. They’re just blue¬ 
prints, just to get simple ideas 
across,” says Schwartzman. 

“But Alex’s read like you 
could just read it and not have 
to see the movie, in a weird 
way. The pleasure of reading it 
was nice, but veiy uncomfort¬ 
able.” 

That’s a good thing, too, 
since Schwartzman wound up 
rereading it often. Jeff Gold¬ 
blum, a fellow actor in The 
Grand Budapest Hotel, gave 
him advice. “He told me when 
he gets a job, he reads the script 
every day, from start to fin¬ 
ish. That could be 40 times he 
might read a script. I decided I 
wanted to tiy that, to read the 
Jeff Goldblum way,” he says. 
Part of that was out of neces¬ 
sity. “It’s so dense, there’s so 


much dialogue. It’s only going 
to work if you know it and can 
say it fast.” 

He had to contend with 
playing a character who, for 
most people, will be unlilcable: 
rude and dismissive and insult¬ 
ing, burning bridges because he 
feel he can, who idolizes a mis¬ 
erable, Philip Roth-y hero Jona¬ 
than Piyce). But softening him, 
Schwartzman argues, would 
make him worse. 

“Every time we’d experi¬ 
ment with making him more 
likable, we’d make him more 
unlilcable, because he became 
passive-aggressive — which 
I feel is the worst. If you’re 
passive-aggressive, that’s the 
lowest,” Schwartzman says. “It 
became great that Philip was 
so direct and clear. You kind of 
always knew where you stood 
with him. There’s something 
fun about that. If the character

was saying mean things only 
here and there, it’d be a differ¬ 
ent movie. But it’s so extreme, 
it’s in the red. You just had to 
say, ‘F— it, this is gong to be in 
the red. Let’s just play it loud.’” 

Not that his better half is all 
that better. Moss told Schwartz¬ 
man that she wanted to play 
her character, Ashley, like a ver¬ 
sion of Philip. 

“They’re not that different. 
Even though she’s sweeter, 
she, too, is self-consumed. She 


wouldn’t be an easy person to 
date,” he says. 

By the time they were on-set 
they were arguing, almost in 
character. “I was sticking up for 
Philip, whose actions are some¬ 
times just terrible. And I said, 
‘Look, you don’t exactly make 
it easy.’ I only saw it from his 
point of view.” 

If Philip has any redeeming 
qualities, it’s that he wasn’t 
always this way. “Alex and I 
talked about him as a guy who 
was drinking a little bit, then 
drinking a little bit more, and 
then drinking a little bit more, 
and before you knew it he was 
addicted,” reveals Schwartz¬ 
man. “Maybe in the beginning 
he’s experimenting with being 
so brutally mean and cruel, and 
it slowly overtakes him before 
he realizes he’s lost touch.” 

Listen Up Philip opens in se¬ 
lect theatres this month. 


The script for Listen Up Philip 
grabbed Elisabeth Moss from 
the opening scene. It starts with 
its titular young novelist (ultim¬ 
ately played by Jason Schwartz¬ 
man) blowing up on a reliably 
late ex-girlfriend. Moss’ charac¬ 
ter, Ashley, isn’t immune to his 
hostility; she’s his girlfriend, 
and she’s taken aback when 
he suddenly, thanks to his new 
book, ups his a—holishness and 
dumps her. The experience 
wasn’t itself unpleasant; she’s 
already reunited with writer- 
director Alex Ross Peny for the 
thriller Queen of Earth, which 
just wrapped. 

So much of the press for this 
has involved what a jerk 
Philip is. But Schwartzman 
gives him at least notes of 
vulnerability. 

I knew Jason would bring 
humour and humanity. He 
wanted him to be somebody 
you wanted to watch. He 
couldn’t be so miserable that 
you didn’t want to watch him. 

I remember saying to Jason, “I 
don’t know how to describe 
this to you, but you’re going 
to be fine. You’re so interest¬ 
ing to watch, and he’s such an 
interesting character. People 
are going to want to watch you 
do this.” 


Still, it’s not like your charac¬ 
ter is just a doormat. She has 
issues, too. 

We asked, “How are these two 
people together?” We don’t 
really show them happy. We 
only show them when they’re 
not doing well. Then we 
started filming and we real¬ 
ized there’s so much of Philip 
in Ashley; the way she can 
isolate herself and how she’s 
independent and strong-willed. 
She can be grumpy, too. That’s 
probably what drew them 
together in the first place. 

The only difference is Ashley 
doesn’t carry that into her 
relationship. Philip does. 

She’s able to realize he’s just 
a jerk. 

I loved the idea of this woman 
going, “Wait a second, you’re 
an a—hole, and I don’t want to 
be treated like that.” She wakes 
up and goes, “You’re just not a 
nice person.” 

He’s still hard for her to shake, 
even after he’s been unbeliev¬ 
ably terrible to her. 

That’s the nature of relation¬ 
ships. Even if you’re with 
someone you shouldn’t be, you 
still love them. You still have 
an attachment to them.

The defining mysteiy of our 
species is what happens after 
our heart stops beating. In¬ 
deed, questions surrounding 
death serve as the foundations 
of our life and the idea that life 
can exist after death is the root 
source of all our mythology. 

But if people can exist post¬ 
humously, if souls exist and 
continue to be trapped in some 
kind of spectral plane, how 
would we reach them? More 
importantly — how could they 
reach us? 

Enter the Ouija board. 


The Ouija, that mysterious 
alphanumerical board game, 
has, since it first became com¬ 
mercially available in 1891, fas¬ 
cinated and terrified those who 
have dared to make contact 
with the dead, either on a lark 
or with serious intent. 

Its powers now largely de¬ 
bunked, the Ouija board has 
long been a staple of parties, 
especially popular amongst 
giddy teens, but there was a 
time when the Ouija board was 
thought to be a legitimate con¬ 
duit to the ether. And real or 
not, the idea of the Ouija board 
is still potent enough that even 


the most sophisticated individ¬ 
ual might break a sweat when 
clustered together with a group 
of people, hands employing 
centrifugal force to make the 
board “talk.” That’s the idea be¬ 
hind Ouija, opening next week 
and the latest in a long line of 
horror films that have mined 
the mysteries of the purport¬ 
edly haunted, mass-marketed 
“talking board.” 

13 Ghosts (i960) 

Gimmick-master William 
Castle’s goofy horror classic 
in which Ghost Viewers were 
exploited to see the spooks on¬ 


screen, boasts only one legitim¬ 
ately frightening scene, when 
the family hunkers down in 
their new house and drags out 
the Ouija. As the music swells, 
the tone in the room turns 
from jovial to jarring as the 
walls rattle and the board steers 
itself to swear violent death to 
all those in the home. 

The Exorcist (1973) 

Fans of this essential fright flick 
tend to cite the more visceral 
moments of self-abuse and 
pea-soup puking, but for our 
money, the eeriest moment oc¬ 
curs when young Regan (Linda 


Blair) tells her mom plainly that 
someone or something named 
“Captain Howdy” is speaking 
to her through her Ouija board. 

Witchboard ( 1986 ) 

The most famous of all Ouija 
board shockers, in which fu¬ 
ture O.J. Simpson squeeze 
Tawny Kitaen messes around 
with the game and opens up a 
spectral portal to Hell, getting 
possessed by a malevolent spir¬ 
it in the process. A major hit 
with gullible kids in the 1980s, 
the film spawned several lame 
sequels and spiked Ouija board 
sales worldwide. 

What Lies Beneath ( 2000 ) 

This undervalued suspense 
masterclass has a pivotal plot 
arc when a harried housewife 
(Michelle Pfeiffer), convinced 
her home is haunted, goes to 
her local discount store to buy 
a Ouija board and proceeds to 
use it... in the bathroom, of all 
places. Like Pfeiffer does in that 
film, you, too, can pick up a 
Ouija board for a few bucks. But 
the question remains: should 
you?

Sonic Highways. 
Foo Fighters' HBO 
series celebrates the 
local influences on 
American music

Foo Fighters’ Dave Grohl, on his HBO series exploring America’s musical heritage 


Dave Grohl doesn’t think 
small. What began as an idea 
to challenge his band, Foo 
Fighters, turned into an HBO 
television series that cele¬ 
brates the musical heritage of 
eight American cities and the 
idea of music as a community. 
Foo Fighters: Sonic Highways 
debuts Friday at 11 p.m. EST. 

After the band recorded 
its last album in a garage, the 
ever-restless Grohl wanted 
to hit the road. He proposed 
visiting different cities, soak¬ 
ing up the local atmosphere, 
then concluding each visit by 
writing and recording a song 
referencing the experience, 
and sometimes featuring local 
guest artists. 

Grohl, whose 2012 Sound 
City film about a memorable 
music studio proved his ability 
to work in another medium, 
brought a film crew along. 

“There’s a family tree of 
American music, which we’re 
all branches of,” he said. “But 
you have to get into the dirt, 
into the roots, and find out 
where it all came from.” 

Friday’s premiere explores 
the blues and rock scenes in 
Chicago, and includes a visit 
with iconoclastic music produ¬ 
cer Steve Albini. 


An episode on Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. is personal for Grohl, 
who grew up nearby, and it 
shows how hardcore punk and 
the propulsive go-go music 
of black Washington thrived 
simultaneously. 

Subsequent episodes visit 
Austin, Los Angeles, Nashville, 
New Orleans, New York and 
Seattle — home base of Grohl’s 
first band, Nirvana. 

The stories illustrate how 
history, geography and even 
weather influence the sound 
of a particular city’s music. 

“I never considered that 
until I went to New Orleans 
and someone said, ‘You know, 
it’s the humidity,”’ he said. “It 
just knocks things out of tune. 
It makes the piano strings 
stretch, gives the horns a whole 
different sound. So when you 
listen to traditional New Or¬ 
leans jazz, it’s a little wobbly.” 


Musical history tour 


HBO’s Foo Fighters: Sonic 
Highways premieres Friday, 
Oct. 17 at 11 p.m. ET/MT 
online and on demand, and 
debuts on HBO Canada at 
midnight ET/MT. 


In Los Angeles, Grohl vis¬ 
ited Eagles guitarist Joe Walsh 
and heard what he answers 
whenever someone asks where 
Hotel California is. 

“There’s no building,” 
Grohl said Walsh told him. 
“Los Angeles is Hotel California 
— you can check out, but you 
can never leave. I got the chills 
when I heard that. I didn’t 
know that. That was so cool.” 

Grohl’s enthusiasm, his love 
for hearing and telling stories, 
is part of what attracted HBO, 
said Nina Rosenstein, a senior 
vice-president at the network. 

Each episode concludes 
with a performance of the song 
written in that city, and view¬ 
ers can follow along with the 
lyrics to see how the stoiy is 
filtered in. The album is set to 
be released next month. 

What ties everything 
together is the idea of music as 
a community. Fans, producers, 
music store owners — all join 
together to create a scene, to 
build emotional bonds. 

Grohl always hopes to 
inspire others, and if some 
teenage drummer gets ex¬ 
cited watching a drummer 
featured in Sonic High¬ 
ways, that’s all to the good.

More magic 
from Harry Potter author 


Harry Potter author J.K. Row¬ 
ling is working on three new 
wizard-based movies to be 
released starting in 2016, stu¬ 
dio giant Warner Bros, has an¬ 
nounced.. 

The first, Fantastic Beasts 
and Where to Find Them, will 
be directed by David Yates, who 
directed the last four Harry 
Potter movies, and reunite the 
filmmaking team. 

It is described as “set in an 
extension of her familiar wiz¬ 
arding world, featuring magical 
creatures and characters in¬ 
spired by Harry Potter’s Hog- 
warts textbook and its fictitious 
author.” 

A second movie is set for 


release in 2018 and a third in 
2021, the studio said. The first 
movie was announced last 
month. 

Rowling, who has sold more 
than 450 million copies of the 
Harry Potter books, announced 
in September that Warner Bros, 
had approached her about do¬ 
ing Fantastic Beasts.

Comic’s new memoir 
reveals his insecurities

Bruce McCulloch is called 
many things: funny, witty 
and on occasion, offensive. 
Rarely do words like “heart¬ 
felt” enter into the equation. 

Yet it’s the most appro¬ 
priate way to describe the 
Kids in the Hall member’s 
new book, Let’s Start a Riot: 
How a Young Drunk Punk 
Became a Hollywood Dad. 

“I think I’m this soulful 
guy who really loves people, 
but people don’t think of 
me that way,” admits McCul¬ 
loch. “Maybe it comes out a 


little bit in the book.” 

Essentially an autobiog¬ 
raphy, Let’s Start a Riot fol¬ 
lows McCulloch’s life from 
growing up a “loser in a jean 
jacket” in Calgary through 
to his life today. 

Its genesis was a story he 
wrote for Calgary’s Swerve 
Magazine called The Mouse 
and I. That blossomed into a 
one-man show called Young 
Drunk Punk, from which he 
pulled many of the book’s 
stories. A television show

Culloch is currently in pro¬ 
duction. 

“The only reason I ever do 
anything is to connect with 
people,” he says. “To write 
a story is one thing, but 
when you perform for other 
people, you can feel what’s 
connecting with them.”

“Harder in a way, almost, 
is talking about the Kids in 
the Hall or the inner work¬ 
ings of my marriage,” he 
says. “Hopefully there’s a 
comic lens to it.”

Jack-o’-lantems are fun, but my 
favourite uses for pumpkins in¬ 
volve a little seafood. It’s time 
to see pumpkins in a new light. 

1. With the rack in the lowest 
position, preheat the oven to 
350 F (180 C). 

2. With a knife, remove the 
top of the pumpkin. With a 
spoon, scrape out the seeds 
until the inside of the pumpkin 
is smooth. Lightly oil the pump¬ 
kin, inside and out. Season the 
inside with salt and pepper. 
Place on a baking sheet. Bake 
for about 1 hour and 30 min¬ 
utes or until the flesh is tender. 
Keep warm. 

3. Meanwhile, in a saucepan, 
heat the chicken broth and 
clam juice. Set aside. 

4. In another saucepan, soften 
the shallots in the butter. Add 
the rice and coat with the but¬ 
ter. Add the broth, about 1 
cup (250 ml) at a time, stirring 
frequently until the liquid has 
been completely absorbed be¬ 


fore adding more broth. After 
about 20 minutes, the rice 
should be al dente. Remove 
from the heat and stir in the 
cheese. Adjust the seasoning. 
Pour into the pumpkin, stir 
and scrape some flesh into the 
risotto, to taste. Adjust the sea¬ 
soning. 

5. Meanwhile, in a large non¬ 
stick skillet, sear the scallops 
and shrimp, one after the other, 
in the oil. Season with salt and 
pepper. Stir seafood and chive in 
the risotto. Place the pumpkin 
in a serving dish in the centre of

Timo Meier has always felt 
more comfortable in hockey 
skates than soccer shoes. 

The 18-year-old power for¬ 
ward from Herisau, Switzer¬ 
land, is in his second season of 
lacing ’em up for the Halifax 
Mooseheads. 

“I went back to hockey — 
it’s more my sport,” Meier said 
Thursday afternoon, following 
a Mooseheads practice at the 
Scotiabanlc Centre. 

“I’m a big guy, and I’m 
probably not fast enough to 
play soccer,” the six-foot, 
209-pound player said with a 
big grin, his thick European 
accent giving him away as one 
of the Herd’s two imports. 

“I’m not veiy light-footed,” 
Meier said. 

Halifax’s QMJHL franchise 
drafted Meier 12th overall in 
the 2013 CHL Import Draft. 
Fellow Herd forward Nilcolaj 
Ehlers of Aalborg, Denmark, 
also 18, was picked sixth over¬ 
all in the same draft. 

Meier grew up amidst the 
mountains of northern Switz¬ 
erland, where nobody in his 
family really played hockey. 

“Eveiywhere, (there are) 
hills where I live, and there are 
cows in the backyard,” he said 
proudly of his hometown. “It’s 
beautifiil.” 

After seeing a neighbour 
play professionally, Meier was 
hooked to the more typically 
Canadian sport. He started 
playing when he was about 
four years old. 

“My mom wasn’t too excit¬ 


ed because it’s a pretty rough 
sport, and all the bad smell¬ 
ing gear and eveiything, and 
always tying my skates,” Meier 
said of hockey becoming his 
sport. “But my dad loved it.” 

Now a Mooseheads veter¬ 
an, Meier describes himself as 
a physical player who “takes 
pucks to the net” and “takes 
good shots.” 

Those are the types of 


“small details” Meier believes 
the Herd has to focus on this 
weekend in its two-game ser¬ 
ies against rivals the Cape Bre¬ 
ton Screaming Eagles. 

Halifax hosts Cape Breton 
on Friday with puck drop at 7 
p.m. on Scotiabanlc Centre ice.
